but his failing h eart kept him

His w ife and fo u r children 
w ere at his bedside w hen he 
passed aw ay at 6:20 p.m . at his 
hom e at th e foot of Beacon Hill. 


MUCH DECORATED 
Byrd was th e first m an to 
fly over both the 
N orth and 
South poles and held num erous 
decorations, including th e Med­ 
al of H onor, for his explora­ 
tions. 
He is credited w ith charting 
some tw o m illion square m iles 
of the e a rth ’s surface previous­ 
ly unseen by m an. No one has 
ever equaled th a t feat. He laid 
the basis for possible A m eri­ 
can claim s to a th ird of A nt­ 
arctica.

LEG INJURY 
A fter his

leg injury forced him into early

engine plane to fly th e A tlan­ 
tic continent to continent non­ 
stop. 
He was com m issioned a rear 
adm iral at th e age of 41. 
His last trip to the South 
Pole was in late 1955 and early 
1956. 
On a 1947 expedition to A nt­ 
arctica, Byrd found th a t food

Trinity Plan will gain 


310,000,000 for taxpayers 


v 
and California water users 


Trinity River Project is being built to 
provide more water for California. 
The Federal Government is building 
3 dams and 14 miles of water tunnels 
to harness the Trinity River. As the 
water drops out of the mountains 
through the tunnels it can turn elec­ 
tric generators. 


1. Electricity is a by-product of this 
water project, and P. G. & E. has 
offered 'to develop it, cooperating 
with the Government.

Soviet Grand Strategy Against 
West Poses Grave Threat To U.S. 


Billboard Advocates Don't 
Really Carry Much Weight 


If you are one of the 100,000-plus 
people in Marin who do not subscribe to 
Life Magazine, you probably have not 
read that publication’s current condi­ 
tional advocacy of billboards along free­ 
ways: 
“ . . . Unless highway planners can 
provide less monotony, an occasional 
billboard may be needed as a kind of 
benzadrine pick-up to keep the driv­ 
ers from dozing.” 
That’s 
Life’s 
editorial 
conclusion, 
reached after poking fun at the efforts 
of New York Park Commissioner Rob­ 
ert Moses and Richard L. Neuberger, 
U.S. Senator from Oregon, to have bill­ 
boards banned from the proposed new 
$33 billion, 41,000-mile national high­ 
way network. 
In Marin County, of course, we have 
long prided ourselves on having kept 
highway billboards to a minimum so as 
to detract as little as possible from the 
natural beauty of our picturesque ter­ 
rain. 
v 
Our inclination is to say that if Life’s 
editors want billboards instead of nat­ 
ural beauty, let them confine the satis­ 
faction of that desire to their home 
community which is the vicinity of New 


York City where the magazine is edited 
or Chicago where it is printed. 
But actually, the editors of Life in 
reality are the editors of a publication 
without a community they can properly 
call “home.” 
In Marin County, for instance, the 
total circulation of Life Magazine in 
January of last year—the most recent 
date for which we can find figures— was 
5,998. 
The Independent-Journal paid circu­ 
lation in the same area (Marin County) 
at the same time was approximately 
22,000. That means that in Marin the 
I-J has a circulation nearly four times 
as large as Life’s. 
Other 
communities 
have 
“home 
town” newspapers which similarly have 
far greater readership than any nation­ 
ally circulated publication. 


What all this adds up to, we are 
thankful, is that their derogatory com­ 
ments about foes of billboards don’t 
really carry much weight, when you get 
right down to it. We’ll take our scenery 
without billboards, thank you. And we 
think most of the rest of the country 
probably feels the same way.

PARIS—For the Soviet citi­ 
zen, the gradual evolution of 
the iron society in which he 
lives and has his being must 
be a m atter of really passion­ 
ate concern. And this same 
evolution should also be a 
matter of deep interest for 
Americans. 
All the same, the evolution 
of Soviet society that began 
with the death of Stalin has 
neither softened nor deflect­ 
ed Soviet foreign policy. On 
the contrary, while consider­ 
ably more supple than their 
late 
master, Stalin’s 
heirs 
have actually proven some­ 
what more adventurous. And 
on the basis of a rather in­ 
tense experience in the So­ 
viet Union, this reporter is 
convinced that a wholly new 
generation of Soviet leaders 
will probably have to come to 
power before there is any 
real change in the meaning 
of “peaceful coexistence.” 


THUS, THE fundamental 
Western problem remains un­ 
altered except in detail. In 
the satellite area of Central 
Europe, to be sure, the So­ 
viets have recently suffered 
a severe setback. But by the 
ruthless use of their great 
military power, they have 
recovered a large part of 
their losses, at least for the 
time being. Meanwhile, the 
West has also suffered severe 
setbacks, especially in the 
troubled Middle East. And 
the Western losses have most 
conspicuously not been recov­ 
ered. 
At the present juncture, 
moreover, the West has found 
no effective way to exploit 
the Soviet setbacks. Yet the 
Soviets 
are 
exploiting the 
Western setbacks with great 
daring and astuteness. Thus, 
Soviet world strategy has ac­ 
tually gone forward. What 
then is the nature of this So­ 
viet strategy which the West­ 
ern allies must som#iow find 
means to parry? 
It comes in three parts. To­ 
wards the United States, the 
Soviets present a firm mili­ 
tary front. At the same time, 
they seek bilateral negotia­ 
tions between the two giant 
powers, but always and only 
on strictly Soviet terms. 


IN A L L THE vulnerable 
ex- and semi-colonial areas in 
which the Western powers 
have vital interests, mean­ 
while, the Soviets are doing 
everything possible to trans­ 
form the inflamed native na­ 
tionalism 
i n t o 
a 
weapon 
against the West. In Stalin’s 
time, the center of this effort 
was the Far East. But the 
g r e a t 
innovation 
of 
the 
Khrushchev era has been So­ 
viet intervention in the Mid­ 
dle East, where Stalin hardly 
raised a finger after his re­ 
treat from Azerbaijan. 
In his talk with me, for in­ 
stance, 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
openly indicated active Soviet 
support for nationalization of 
the Middle Eastern oil sourc­ 
es, whence flows the econom­ 
ic lifeblood of Britain and 
western Europe. Thus he re­ 
vealed the Soviet aim. The 
masters of the Kremlin do not 
want Communist satellites in 
the Middle East. They want 
S o v ie t-b a ck e d , vengefully 
anti-Western 
Arab 
govern­ 


ments which will nationalize 
the oil sources and take oth­ 
er steps of a similar nature. 
Thus Britain, particularly, 
is to be ruined. France and 
the other western European 
powers are to be weakened. 
And by this economic flank 
attack, the chief trans-Atlan­ 
tic partners of the Western 
alliance are to be knocked 
out of the great power game. 


BUT WHILE THEY are 
thus encouraging their Arab 
friends to strike at the vitals 
of Britain, France and the 
other European nations, the 
Soviet leaders are shrewdly 
seeking quite another sort of 
success 
in 
B r i t a i n 
and 
France. In both these coun­ 
tries, the men of the political 
right place the whole blame 
for the setbacks in the Mid­ 
dle East on the follies of 
American policy, convenient­ 
ly forgetting their own fol­ 
lies. And on the political left, 
the American alliance has al­ 
ways been a source of pro­ 
found disquiet. 
In this confused state of 
public 
opinion, the 
Soviet 
leaders hope to make great 
gains with still another weap­ 
on—the cold fear which al­ 
ways inspires wishfulness and 
bad judgment. With virulent 
anti-Americanism 
a l r e a d y 
rampant, they are going to 
brandish their new arms. (It 
is a fair bet that they will 
shortly make some sort of 
public showing of an inter- 
mediate-range ballistic mis­ 
sile with an atomic or hydro­ 
gen warhead, w'hich will in­ 
spire very cold fear indeed.) 
And they are going to say to 
our partners in the Western 
alliance: 
“These Americans are ter­ 
rible people anyway. If you 
only were not linked with 
them, we should be nice as 
pie to you. So why do you 
run the risk of being devas­ 
tated by these dangerous toys 
of ours in a quarrel between 
us and the Americans, just 
because you obstinately con­ 
tinue to grant the Americans 
bases in your countries?” 
Once again, in the inter­ 
view he granted me, Nikita 
Khrushchev quite discernib- 
ly hinted at this Soviet ap­ 
proach. He also quite confi­ 
dently 
predicted 
that 
the 
American 
overseas 
b a s e s 
would eventually be liquidat­ 
ed. 


BY THESE MEANS, in sum, 
the masters of the Kremlin 
hope to organize a gigantic 
upset of the world balance of 
power that occurred in the 
Thirties. 
If you look at this Soviet 
foreign policy cold-bloodedly, 
without the cheap self-indul­ 
gence of easy indignation, 
you have to admit that the 
Kremlin’s masters are v e r y 
far from 
stupid 
or weak. 
Their strategy, alas, is pru­ 
dently bold, well adjusted to 
the means at their disposal, 
and on the whole well cal­ 
culated to attain the aims 
they have set for themselves. 
In truth, the Soviet strate­ 
gy leaves only one key ques­ 
tion unanswered. If the world 
balance of power is success­ 
fully upset as planned, how 
will the suddenly aroused 
United States then react?

NEW YORK (IP) — The be­ 
lief that most federal aid is 
used to help the poorer states 
with funds taken from the 
richer states is challenged in 
a study by the New Jersey 
Taxpayers Assn. 
It says most of the mon­ 
ey just makes a round trip 
to Washington and back to 
the state of origin, losing 
a little on the way through 
operating costs. 
The survey is released as 
congress is getting ready to 
debate federal aid for such 
things as schools and roads. 


THE ARGUMENT on the 
other side is that some states 
and communities cannot af­ 
ford to provide these things 
themselves because their citi­ 
zens cannot bear higher tax­ 
es, having relatively lower 
incomes. 
The New Jersey group says 
that last year federal aid 
came to more than 3Vi bil­ 
lion dollars, provided by the 
taxpayers of all the states. 
By studying what taxpay­ 
er! of each state paid into 


Washington and comparing 
it with the amount of federal 
aid received by each state, 
the association states that 
only 23 per cent of the over­ 
all federal grant system was 
collected directly from tax­ 
payers in the high tax reve­ 
nue 
producing 
states 
and 
spent in the lower revenue 
producing states. This 23 per 
cent was 800 million dollars. 


The major share, 77 per 
cent, the survey says, was- 
spent in the states whose tax­ 
payers supplied it in the first 
place. This came to 2Y» bil­ 
lion dollars.

Under oath before Senate in­ 
vestigators, 
Schrunk answer­ 
ed questions first put to him 
at a lie detector test yesterday 
which he balked at completing. 


‘FISHING EXPEDITION’ 
The mayor told the Senate 
rackets 
investigating commit­ 
tee he walked out on the test 
because he felt the Secret Serv­ 
ice had “a fishing expedition 
lined up” in administering it. 
The mayor also said he felt 
he was posed with “some very 
t r i c k y questions apparently 
aimed at trying to make me 
flunk the test.” 
The 
senators 
then 
asked 
Schrunk all the questions he 
had refused to answer for the 
lie detector. He gave negative 
answers to all of them, dealing 
with whether he had taken pay 
offs from gamblers and boot­ 
leggers. 


TRY TEST AGAIN? 
Sen. Karl Mundt (R-SD) ask 
ed whether Schrunk, now that 
he had answered the questions 
for the senators, would submit 
to 
the 
Secret Service lie de­ 
tector. 
“No sir,” Schrunk 
replied, 
adding: 
“After consideration and af­ 
ter spending 11 
days around 
here, in my opinion this will be 
settled in the Oregon courts. 
I’ll rest on that.” 
Mundt 
commented 
that in

perjury here.” 
Schrunk 
claimed questions 
proposed to be asked him were 
“loaded” and concerned mat­ 
ters which he had not been 
asked in his earlier testimony 
last week at the Senate hear­ 
ings.

However, speeding still is 
blamed for the bulk of the 
fatal and injury accidents. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol said yesterday in its an­ 
nual report to Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight that speeding caused 
39.6 per cent of the accidents 
resulting in death or injury. 
Drunk driving caused 7.3 per 
cent, the report said. 
The Motor Vehicles Depart­ 
ment said in a separate report 
that a study showed court con­ 
victions for drunk driving in­ 
creased from 37,948 in 1955 
to 43’566 last year—up 14.8 
per cent. 
At the same time, the report 
said, the number 
of drivers’ 
licenses issued increased from 
1.876,688 to 1,921,826—a jump 
of 2.41 per cent.

Mason said 
stricter enforce­ 
ment may be a factor in the 
larger number of convictions.

Abalone Season 
Opens Saturday 
A b a l o n e 
fishing 
season 
opens March 16. 
Hundreus of Marin abalone 
fishermen are eager to open 
the season. Tides for the month 
of March are 
poor, 
however, 
abalone will be taken along 
some of the favorite beaches. 
On April 14, a minus .7 tide 
will be the first and best April 
tide and on April 16 a minus 
.12 will appear in the morning. 
During the summer months, 
good minus tides will give en- 
i couragement to fishermen. 


The current legislative ses­ 
sion in Sacramento will prob­ 
ably be the most important to 
sportsmen in recent history 
and they should make their 
views known to their represen- 
tives, Marin outdoorsmen were 
warned today. 
More than 185 bills relating 
to fish and game matters, and 
several pertaining to firearms 
regulation, are presently in the 
legislative hopper, and many 
of them are of major import­ 
ance, Marin Rod and Gun Club 
Conservation Chairman Mike 
Abramson declared. 
Mostly it is a matter of de­ 
feating the “bad” bills, he said, 
and sportsmen are urged to 
take a position before it is too 
late. 
The Marin Rod and Gun 
Club, the Sportsmen’s Council 
of the Redwood Empire and 
the California Wildlife Federa­ 
tion have carefully studied the 
pending 
measures 
and 
are 
working for the sportsmen’s 
interests, but pressure must be 
generated at the grassroots if 
the 
organizations’ 
programs 
are to succeed. 
Of primary interest to Mar­ 
in sportsmen is AB 1366 (Pat- 
tee) which would open the 
Marin 
and 
Sonoma 
county 
coasts to commercial abalone 
fishing, and which is opposed 
by all fish and game clubs and 
conservation organizations in 
the affected areas. 
This ac­ 
tion. 
conservationists 
state, 
would wipe out abalone fish­ 
ing for the sportsmen in both 
counties; and also is opposed 
by the Department of Fish and 
Game. 
Other bills opposed by the 
sportsmen include: 
AB 1762 (Dahl) and SB 581 
(Breed) 
which 
would 
stifle 
other pending legislation which 
would open public reservoirs 
to fishing and other recreation­ 
al activities under appropriate 
health department regulations. 
AB 
3763 
(McGee) 
which 
would relegate the Department 
of Fish and Game to divisional 
status in the Department of 
Natural Resources, and be a 
setback to progressive fish and 
wildlife management in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Three particularly dangerous 
firearms bills have also been 
introduced and should be de­ 
feated as inimical to the public 
interest. 
They are: 
AB 3842 (Allen) which is, in 
effect, a universal gun regis­ 
tration 
proposal, and 
which 
would restrict the sportsman 
and the public at large in his 
right to possess and use fire­ 
arms. 
AB 3061 (Doyle) which would 
forbid the sale of ammunition 
to anyone under 16 not posses­ 
sing a certificate of profiency 
in 
firearms 
handling, 
and 
which, although well intended, 
would have the effect of wip­ 
ing out the junior rifle train­ 
ing 
program 
in 
California 
where ammunition is sold to 
minors for training purposes. 
AB 
2844- (Henderson 
and 
Frew) which would give coun­ 
ties 
and 
municipalities 
the 
right to establish their own re­ 
strictive 
firearms 
laws, 
and 
wreck the state’s present uni­ 
form requirements. 
Bills which have the support 
of 
sportsmen’s 
organizations 
include: 
SB 525 (Sutton) which would 
eliminate commercial netting 
in the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers upstream from 
Carquinez Bridge, a measure 
essential to the preservation 
of dwindling striped bass and 
salmon fisheries. 
AB 3744 (Lindsay, Davis, Be- 
lotti) which would provide for 
an effective deer management 
program 
in 
California 
and 
would permit antlerless deer 
hunting on a herd unit or hunt­ 
ing area basis with specific 
quotas to be established for 
such areas. 
Public hearing on 
the proposed quotas would be 


held in each county proposed 
for antlerless shoots and no 
hunt held if opposed by a reso­ 
lution of the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
* 
SB 326 (Brown) which con­ 
tinues for two years the regu­ 
latory powers of the Fish and 
Game Commission, a measure 
essential to sound management 
of California’s fish and wild­ 
life resources. 
CB 2398 
(Johnson) 
which 
would provide certain license 
increases to meet cost-of-living 
increases needed by the De­ 
partment of Fish and Game, 
which would put the expensive 
pheasant and trout planting 
programs on a pay-as-you-go 
basis. 
This bill sponsored by 
the California Wildlife Federa­ 
tion, would permit lesser in­ 
creases than those asked by 
the Department and provide 
hunting and angling licenses at 
$4 each, commercial fishing li­ 
censes at $25, pheasant tags at 
$2, and establish a $2 stamp 
for fishing in waters planted 
w i t h 
state-reared 
catchable 
trout. 
The Marin Rod and Gun Club 
will appear before various leg 
islative committees to testify 
on these bills, Abramson said, 
and sportsmen interested In 
participating in this program 
should sign up with MRGC Leg­ 
islative Counsel Jack O’Con­ 
nell, 1301 San Anselmo Ave­ 
nue, San Anselmo, or call him 
at GLenwood 3-3011.

The Egyptian official s com ­ 
ment suggested the Egyptians 
may be ready to perm it UNEF 
units to continue policing fro n­ 
tier areas, but insist on assum ­ 
ing control of th e civil adm inis­ 
tration of the strip. 


Well-informed n e u t r a l s 
here reported the Egyptians 
were in no position now to 
send military forces of any 
strength to Gaza. They said 
the condition of communica­ 
tions across the Sinai Des­ 
ert to Gaza would put an al­ 
most impossible burden on 
the Egyptians if they 
at­ 
tempted to take over the 
area. 


U. N. officials sought to m ini­ 
mize the Egyptian move to re ­ 
establish ad m inistratite rights 
in Gaza.

If Mill Valley is successful 
in its application for <142,500 
in federal funds, its present 
primary sewage plant will be 
converted to a completely mod­ 
ern two-stage system, accord­ 
ing to City Manager Alex E.

he has shared throughout the 
taxable year, except for tem ­ 
porary absences, with any oth­ 
er person whom he is entitled 
to claim as a dependent, or an 
unmarried child, grandchild or 
stepchild. You cannot claim the 
dependency credit and also the 
head of household status for 
the same dependent. 
You are not considered sin­ 
gle and eligible for head of 
household status if your spouse 
died during the year or if you 
are separated by a decree of 
separate maintenance or an in 
terlocutory divorce, as you are 
considered married and file as 
a married person. 
You are entitled to credit for 
dependents as follows: 
A credit of $400 may be 
claimed for each person close­ 
ly related to you (other than
